The Opiniens of Senator Morton on Repis
diation.
From the N. ¥. Tyibune.

In Lis gpeech on the Faudiog bill, delivered
in the Benate Jauly 13, Senstor Morton took

round, alde by eide with Psndleton and

utler, that it is lawful and right for the
Government to pay the Five-twenty bondd in
legal-tender notes, ‘'In matters of such im-
mense magnitnde,’ said he, “the nation can
only be bound by the law;" and laying aside
ponsolence apd common seuse, he proceeded,
in justifioation of the financial plank in the
Demooratic platform, to quote from the various
aots suthorizing the issue of legal-tenders a
nomber of declarations identival in substance
with the followlog:—

“Phe noles hereln authoriged shall be re-
colved in payment of all taxes, internal duties,
exclses, debts, and demands of every kind due
the Upited Stutes, «xcepl dutles on lmporis
and all claims and demands agalost the Unlie
Btates of any kind whitsoever, exeoept for ine
terost upon bonus and noles, which sbnll be
paid in coin, and sbail also be lawful monoy
and a legal-tender In payment of all debls,
public avd privaie, within the Unlted Suates,
exoepl dutles on lmports and luteresc alore=-
eald.”

Neither the provision shove quoted, nor any
of the others prodaced by the Indinna Sena-
tor, wakes apy exceplion in favor of green.
backs. Greenbacks, he declares, are thers-
fore 10 be paid in legal-tender notes. For,
to nee the argument and the very words of
the Senator, “If yom prove that the Gov.
ernment 18 bound to pay these (greenbacks)
in coin, you do it in the face of four direct
sand plain statutes, as unequivocal as any
glatutes that ever were written,)' Every
greenback carries on it face a promise

on the part of the United Btates to
ay & certaln number of dollars to the
earer, What of that? The people of the

United States, npon BSenator Morton's inter-
retation of the acts of Congress, are at liberty
orever to repudiate thoe promises. Thay are

furthiermore at liberty to keep them depressed

thirty per cent, below their par valus. And if
thirty per cent. why not ninsty-nine? On
the plea of relieving tax-payers and kesping
to theletter of the law, Jendleton, Morton,

Butler, and Stevens, in company with the La

Crosse Democrat and the main body off those

who will vote the Democratic ticket in No-

vember, propose to perpetrate this swiondle on
the creditors of the Government until the en-
tire national debt disappears, paid without the
departore of & asipgle gold dollar from the

Treasury.

27, 1507, may be gatherad from the followin
extracts from & gpeech of hiz made in Colom-
bus, Ohio, at that time.

ALTESE =
General Roseerans for Mexico—Our Rela-
tions with Mexico.

From the N. ¥ Herald,

The appointment by the President, and the
mept confirmation hy the Senate of Gensral
Rosgecrans as Minpister to Mexico daring the
closing hours of the late Bession of Cougress, will
be spmethiog of a pleasant surprise to the
country. A patriotic soldiar, whose splendid
services to the Union canse in the great work
of suppressing our late Southern rebellion
will never be torgotten whils the nation lives,
a f{ipe soliolar, & man of liberal ideas, and a
gocd Catholie, Genernl Rosecrans is the very
man a8 onr Mipister to Mexico to make the
most favorable hnpression on that Govern-
ment and people ju reference to the wishes and
purposes of the United States in our fature
relations with the sister republic. Buch an
appointment {8 of itself the most flattering re-
coguition of the government of Joarez, aud
carries withh it the most friendly intimation
that as far as possible onr Government will
assist him in the establishment of law aud
order, industry, and prosperity, in accordance
with the Mooroe dootrine.

Bince the French invasion and the establish-
ment of the empire of Maximilian our rela-
tions with Mexico have been mainly condunctad
through Senor Rowmero, Minister of the repub-
lic at Washington., Since the withdrawal of
the French army of ocoupation and the over-
throw of the empire, with the bloody death ef
Maximilian, the republic has besn awaitiog at
the nutional capital n duly accredited Minister
from Washipgton. Meantime the representa-
tives in Mexioo of all the European Govern-
ments who had recognized and served nnder
the empire having been dismiz¢ed with the
restoration of the republio, Greneral Rosecrana
will be the first awbassador on the grouud
from any of the great powers in the
work of reopenivg commercial relations nnder
the repullic. Toa guestion on the subjsct in
the Dritish House of Commons, on Monday
last, Lord Stanley replisd that Mexico (the
republic) broke off relations with Eogland in
consenence of Hogland's recoguition of the
empire of Maximilisn; that if the republic
ghould make overtures for their resnmption
there would L# no difivalty abont it; bat that
dignity and sellrospeot would wpot permit
England to soligit the renewal of oflluial inter
courgs between the two conutries. And #o it
is with Franoe, Spain, Belginm, and Aastria.
General Rosgecraps, therefors, on his arrival at
the Mexican capital will find himself, in refer-
ence to the international affairs of Juarez,
master of the situation.

Meanwhile our speocial correspondent at
Rome bas given us a curious bit of news in
relationto Juarez and the Church and Church
party. It thus appears that with all his sions
and transgressions against the Church and the
Church property of Mexioo Juarez has found

?In]iuew, at the request of Joares, has con-
firmed the nomination of rix bishops made by
the latter to sees in Mexico; that the Pope
peized the opportunity for 4 Lit at the heretio
Frise Minister of Austria, in anvouncing thess
appointents to the cardinals in consistory
directly after delivering his allocution against
the abolition of the Austrisn Concordat, aud
that such juxtaposition must desply wonnd
the Austrian fmperial family and still farther
widen the breach between Vienua and Rome.
Juarez {8 said to have written ao autograph
letter to the Popa, couched in the mosy peni-
tent style, apologizing for his past acts and
Elrnudaing A splendid fature for the churoh in

exioo. On this tack, however, Juarez will
be apt to fall, as Maximilian falled in betray-
ing the party with which he oawme luto power.
It was the liberal party with Juares. It was
the Chureh party with Maximilian,

The Eunropean complioations suggested on
the Mexioan question from these new relations
between Juarez and the Holy Father we are
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strongly tempted to consider. It will suflise
for the present that they munst widen the
breach between the Pops and Austria, and
tend to oloser relations between Austria, [taly
and Germany at large avd Rossia. We are
dealing, however, with the misaion of Gleneral
Roseorans to Mexico. As a good Catholic he
will command the confidence of Juarez, his
government and people, sll Catholics; but as &
good Amerioan, General Rosecrans may be
ukeful to Juarez in defining to him the benuty
and simplioity of the Amerioan syatem of the
corplete separation and independence of
Church and State.  The world is coming to this.
Rogland is breakin lground in this direction;
Anstria, in a few go d strides, has advanced
from the fifteenth to the nineteenth ocentury;
in Mexico we had snppoted the question set-
tled in the removal of the late empire, after a
geries of bloody struggles running throngh
pearly hall a e«nlurr. If Juarez i3 now on
the back track he will be swept aside. As the
best advice we can give him we should advise
him on this vital guestion of Churoh and Hiate
to congult freely with General Rosacrans, if he
wonld learn the secret of the internal strength
of the Government of the United States and
the way to a prosperous prolongation of Mexi-
can independence,

Disturbing Reconstirnction.

The World sends forth the Blair and Hamp-
ton poison somewhat dilulted, as in this para-
graph:—

“Why should reconstruction be more saored
then apything elve? The radloals have derided
apd gpat upon and disregarded Lhe wise and
benefloent t ederal Constitution, and made L &
thing of noaccount, snd yel 4 whisper agalnst
this proecious Afrioanizing scleine Of recons
sirnetion of thelrs is met by a whirlwind of
frantio execrations. To shal off all inquiry foto
g merits Lthey bawl Lhat 1t 18 A fixed faol, and
appeal Lo the cowardloe of the psople not to
distorb it, Why shoualdn't 1L be distarbed of It
iswrong? Weure a practical people, and If
faol was fixed an hundred Hmes over, and fixed
wrong, that 18 no réason but that it shonld be
fixed an hondred Wimes wore, \f necesssry, ontil
ItisNixed right. Wewanl no loose ends lelt
hapgivg In this matter, and 1t may be as well
for these gentry o 0 undersiand the purpose
of the people.”

Thig is milk and water, compared with the
stropg stuff of the Blair letter, the Demooratic
platiorm, or the speeches of Southern Rubals,
It shows that though our contemporary’s flesh
is willing to go al? lengths with and for its
party, its spirit is hesitating and weak.

For the iuformation of this anxions ingnirer,
we may remark that nobody has claimed for
reconstruction a sanctity superior to all lawfal
methods of changs. Nobody has alleged that
it should not be distarbed *if it is wrong;"
uor bas anybody that we have heard of ob-
jected to all needfal amendments, ‘‘antil it is
fixed right.”) We entreat the Wo ld, there-
fore, to dispel all fears upon this head. It
may go forth uvarmed, and urge the expe-
diency of as many reforms in regard to the
working of reconstruction as experience shall
show to be necessary.

But there are two ways of “distarbing"’ re-
construction, and we fear that the World, in
its desire to keep Brick Pomeroy off the
track, has lost the clear light which autil re-
cently gnided its steps. Its opinion within
less than & month was that any changes here-
alter to be made in the government of the
reconstruoted States mnst be made by and
through the people of the Statea themselves.
It said, for instauce, not many weeks ago,
‘“that negro suflrage caonot bs mprooted by
the lederal Government, even nuder Demo-
cratic control.” It said agalu, that “*when the
negro Constitutions go into operstion, the
former State Governwments will be defunoet,™
Still later, discussing the very contingenoy
which the Rubel politiiasa threaten, it main-
tained that the loosl Government entitled to
call ou the President for snpport, "'is the one
which is recognized by Congress by the ad-
wission of Senators and representatives chosen
under it.’ It aggerted the existence of “‘a
complete chain of legal obligations, binding
the 'ederal anthority to sustain the new Giov-
ernmwents sgaingt any attempts to changa them
without their copsent.”’ We might maltiply
these citations, if it were necessary, to show
how fully and how justly the Werld uunder-
stood the position before the nomination of
Seymour and Blalr en a revoluJdonary plat-
form.

The World was then alive to the folly and
dapger of all modes of disturbing reconstruc-
tion by Federal power, or by foree, or by any
otber agency than that which the new Consti-
tutions respectively indicate, Whence the
chapge in our contemporary’s views ! Whance
the distorted vision, the affected horror of *‘the
ganctity of reconstrootion,’ and the timid,
wavering, and unsatisfactory by-play, in belalf
of the revolutionists ?

We entreat our contemporary to turn for
consolatien and encouragewment to its own
colmmns previous to the date of the New York
Convention. It may take a few dosed of phyaio
with decided beneflt to its moral health, It
way learn afresh that henceforward ths racon-
structed States have their local affairs in their
own Keeping, aud that if the Southern laaders
of its party attempt to interfers with the local
authorities by violence, the President will bs
bound to etep iu and hang thew. It will
then gee why reconstrnction “shouldn't be
disturbed" after Demooratic fashion, even
though it be not perfect; while it will per-
esive that all peedful (mprovements may
in due time be lawfully and peaceably intro-
duced.

high intellect. Bat the whole history of the

past shows that the portraiture of the ex-
alave, as drawn by the ex.master, ia & mon-
strous deformity, anlike the reslity as those
old pioturen of tha Last SBupper, in whioh onr
Baviour is derlu!aed as sitting at a table gar-
nished with all manner of modern oullery,
glassware, and dishes,

In the (h]n when the plantation aristoorats
had gol!mion of the gemeral Government,
the Bontherners delighted to represent the
negroes as “‘a simple, dependent, affectionate
race,'’ yet the master was constantly on the
alert against slave insarrections. Amid the
grim realities of war, the chattel was boasted
of as a model of attachment and fidelity, fall
of admiration for his manacles, It was not
until the black man refuated by his conduot
the theory of his oharacter so long presented
to the world by bis owner, that he was hated
and despised. It war the unwelcome lesson
of his patriotism, his love of freadom, his
prowess, and his unbendiog indepsndence of
thonght, tanght on hundreds of battle-fialds,
in many a bold oharge that scattered dismay
and death throughont the Rebel ranks, that
made him an object of supreme aversion to
hig former master, and precipitated wpon his
almost helpless head the weight of an lmpla-
oable, yet unreasonable resentment. His
enemies fully comprehend his power of sell-
protection involved In the possession of suf-
frage. It is to disarm him, and place him
completely at the mercy of his foes, that the
cry of ‘‘megro supremacy'’ has been ralsed.
None better understand the fallacy of the
slogau than those who shout it loudest.

It is true that the negro is not learned, nor
reflued, nor rich, as a clasa, yet they are
making signal progression in each of these
directions. At Lheir present rate of improve-
ment, not mauy years will be required to
make them, in all respsots of intellestual
capacity and of property acquisitions, the
equals of the whites, taken in mass. Kven
the Israelites, delivered from bondage, do not
appear to have advanced go quickly as these
emanvipated blacks, in all the elsmesnts of
mental elevation aud material prosperily.
Had the Angle-Saxon race been enslaved for
centuries; been kept in forved ignorancs;
been reduced to drudgery and toil; been
degraded m caste, aud restraived of the
power of self-amelioration; been deprived of
the right to acquire property; besn sold
from hand to baud as so many horses or
swine; been doomed to nnavoidable prosiin-
tion; been burned at the stake, or hupg to a
gibbet, in ponuishment for resisting the aatho-
rity of the master; been beaten with many
stripeg on small provooation; been separated
for life, at will of the ownsr, frow wife and
eliildren; and been honted dowo with blood-
hounds, and consigued to nnmerniful chastisq-
ment, or 1o outright tortare, for the attempt
to escape lfom a giinding and almost iutolera-
ble despotism—had such calamities belallen
for ages those who now are ex.-masters, then
they probably wonld uot have exhibited, on
being eet fres, without home, laud, plongh,
Lorses, mwoney, trade, or edoeation, a nobler
progression, within three years, thau have the
ex-slaves. Yet we might bave had, after the
manner of new, & senselesd ory about “white
supremacy.’’
